Germany Now Europe's Economic Giant
(Editor's Note! This the In* 
second In a series of re­ 
ports which Torrance Coun­ 
cilman Rons A. Sciarrotla 
Sr, now vacationing In Ku- 
rope, will write for the 
Press-Herald. Sclarrotta, a 
professor of political sci­ 
ence at Long Beach City 
College, writes today from 
Germany.)

HEIDELBERG Heidelberg 
is the headquarters for our 
United States Army in Ger­ 
many. This city is bursting 
with business activity. The 
stores are literally jammed 
with shoppers and, unlike 
Pans, you dn not find as 
many Americans here. This 
leads me to wonder v/hat 
would happen tn the economy 
nf France if the American 
tourist stayed out of France.

There is a shortage of Ger­ 
man labor in most of Ger­ 
many. You find many Ital­ 
ians. Greeks, and Spaniards 
here who have come to take 
jobs which require less skill 
and pay smaller wages. The 
Germans are very thankful 
for this prosperity and cer­ 
tainly feel grateful toward 
the United States for the part 
it played in bringing this 
about.

The election it under way 
already. Willy Branch, the 
Social Democratic leader, is 
making a strong bid against 
Chancellor Ludwig Erhard for 
the Chamellorship nf Ger­ 
many. Brandt hab been quoted 
as saying that if he becomes 
Chancellor nf West Germany 
he will start t "dialogue" 
with the. Soviet Uninn nn a 
German peace settlement.

He is emphasizing that

Bonn should conduct negotia­ 
tions directly with Moscow, 
rather than leave them to the 
United States, Britain, and 
France. Such negotiations, he 
declared, would be started 
only after consultations with 
other West German parties 
and with the approval of 
Bonn's allies. He feels that 
although "Germany has be­ 
come an economic giant, it 
has remained a political 
dwarf."

The German people are 
well informed and many of 
them speak English fluently. 
1 spoke at length with a pro­ 
fessor whom 1 knew as an 
exchange instructor in the 
Ix>ng Beach Schools, nn the 
subject nf reunification nf 
Germany. It is his belief that 
most nf the German penplp 
in West Germany, an well MI 
those m East Germany, want

Germany reunified. They feel 
they have waited for 20 years 
for some sort of settlement 
and none has been made. The 
Germans feel that they have 
been patie.it enough. How 
long this patience will endure 
no one knows.

Most Germans feel that the 
settlement of the German is­ 
sue is the most critical one 
in the Cold War. They tact­ 
fully hint that America seems 
to be more concerned with 
Viet Nam than with the Ger 
man problem. Some go so 
far as to say that if another 
war should erupt in Europe, 
over the reunification of Ger­ 
many, Germany will be 
blamed once more for start­ 
ing a world war.

According In their point of 
view, they really didn't cause 
either one nf the two wnrld
